BITTER FIGHT ON WET AND DRY PUNK RESULTS 


DRAW, PLATFORM BEING AS SILENT AS THAT 


BOOZE-IRISH REPUBLIC GETS 


Undaunted by Defeat in Committee, Bryan Goes 


to Convention Floor Full of Fight—Will 
Offer Several Sharp Amendments to the 
Direct Consideration of the Delegates. 


AUDITORIUM, SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—After 


nearly four days and nights of ceaseless toil, the resolu- 
tions committee of the Democratic national convention 
succeeded in working out and presenting to the full con- 
vention today a platform which represents practically a 
complete and sweeping victory for Wilsonian policies. 


The league of nations is endorsed completely in the lan- 


guage of the committee's famous "Virginia platform" 
which is supposed to have been dictated by the white 
house and demand is made for immediate ratification of 
the peace treaty. The Republican senate is strongly con- 
demned for its failure in this respect. 


On the wet and dry question, around which a bitter fight 


was waged, the platform is silent. Like the Republican 
platform adopted at Chicago no mention is made of the 
matter at all. 


The Irish plank, another measure over which there was 


considerable fighting, expresses "sympathy" for Ireland's 
struggle for self government. But it does not mention the 
Irish republic, nor does it contain a recommendation for 
recognition r/ any Irish government in Ireland such as was 
waged by the ardent pro-Irish element of the party.
